Mr  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report 
for  the  year  1914,  and  especially  wish  to  draw  your  attention 
to  the  record  low  infantile  mortahty  and  the  other  satisfactory 
rates  shown  in  the  tables.  The  district  comprises  17  parishes 
on  the  eastern  side  of  the  county,  covering  an  area  of  40,000 
acres,  and  split  into  two  parts  by  the  urban  districts  of  Broms- 
grove and  North  Bromsgrove.

The  district  is  mainly  a residential  and  agricultural  one.  For 
some  years  there  has  been  no  extension  of  manufacturing  interests 
in  spite  of  the  proximity  of  the  City  of  Birmingham  and  the 
Black  Country. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 


Births. — 309  births  (160  male  and  149  female)  were  registered 
in  the  district,  and  adding  two  “ inward  transfers,”  a total  of 
311  births  is  arrived  at.  The  net  birth-rate  therefore  is  20*3, 
which  is  practically  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The 
birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year  1914  is  given  as 
23*8  per  1000,  and  compared  with  the  average  for  the  ten  years 
1904-1913  the  birth-rate  in  1914  shows  a decrease  of  2T  per 
1000.  The  birth-rate  for  the  district  in  the  same  decade  averaged 
22*5,  so  that  the  birth-rate  in  the  district  has  fallen  propor- 
tionately to  that  of  the  whole  country.  The  rate,  however,  has 
for  many  years  been  consistently  lower  than  that  of  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths. — 159  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  giving  a 
death-rate  of  10 *4  ; 22  deaths  of  residents  dying  in  institutions 
outside  the  district  added,  and  8 deaths  of  non-residents  dying 
in  the  district  deducted,  make  a net  total  of  173,  and  a death- 
rate  of  11*3  per  1000  of  population.  This  is  exactly  the  same 
rate  as  last  year,  and  compares  favourably  with  the  death-rate 
of  14*0  per  1000  of  England  and  Wales.  The  death-rate  for  the 
past  five  years  has  remained  steady  around  the  figure  of  11 
per  thousand. 

The  above  rates  are  calculated  on  the  basis  of  a population  of 
15-300.  Although  normally  an  increase  of  about  100  per  year 
should  be  allowed  for  in  the  district,  the  absence  of  any  fresh 
industry,  and  the  almost  total  stoppage  of  building,  have, 
probably  retarded  the  increase  which  might  have  been  allowed. 
Also  the  enlistment  of  many  young  men  has  helped  in  reducing 
the  number. 

Causes  of  Death. — These  are  fully  set  out  in  Table  III,,  which 
gives  the  causes  of  death  of  all  cases,  and  Table  IV.,  which  gives 
the  causes  of  deaths  in  infants. 

Of  the  173  deaths,  86,  or  50  per  cent,  occurred  in  people  over 
65  years  of  age,  and  of  these  86  cancer  accounted  for  21  and 
organic  heart  disease  for  23.  With  regard  to  diseases  prevalent 
in  the  district,  there  is  nothing  to  add  to  my  remarks  last  year. 

Infantile  Mortality. — Out  of  the  311  births,  11  died  before  they 
had  reached  the  age  of  one  year.  This  gives  an  infantile 
mortality  of  35  per  1000  births,  which  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  the  district.  The  low  rate  of  36  per  1000  last  year  is  even  now 
beaten.  Last  year  the  rate  of  36  was  the  lowest  in  the  county 
in  a district  of  any  size,  and  probably  this  year’s  rate  will  stand 
in  the  same  enviable  position.  The  causes  of  these  11  deaths  are 
tabulated  in  Table  IV . Four  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  first 
week  of  life,  and  two  were  attributed  to  intestinal  disorders. 
Considering  that  there  are  no  health  missioners  working  in  the 


district,  the  position  is  eminently  satisfactory.  The  Notification 
of  Births  Act  and  the  Midwives  Act  are  administered  by  the 
€onnty  Council  for  this  district. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

The  incidence  oi  infectious  disease  has  been  particularly 
heavy  durin.o-  the  year.  One  hundred  and  sixty  cases  in  all  were 
notified,  divided  as  follows  : — Scarlet  fever  116,  diphtheria  18, 
erysipelas  7,  puerperal  fever  1,  poliomyelitis  1,  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  1,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  14,  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  2. 

Small  Pox. — No  case  has  been  notified  in  the  district  since 
1907,  when  one  isolated  case  occurred.  As  a consequence 
vaccination,  the  only  known  preventitive,  continues  to  be 
neglected,  and  about  half  of  the  children  are  now  not  protected 
in  any  way. 

Scarlet  Fever.  — The  incidence  of  this  disease  has  been 
particularly  heavy  in  consequence  of  an  epidemic  at  Alvechurch 
in  the  beginning  of  the  year  : 116  cases  in  all  were  notified.  The 
Alvechurch  epidemic  Avas  spread  over  the  end  of  last  year  and 
the  beginning  of  this.  The  principal  features  of  the  epidemic 
were  dealt  with  in  a special  report.  The  disease  throughout 
the  year  has  been  of  a mild  type,  and  out  of  the  116  cases  only 
one  died,  and  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained  there  Avere  very  few 
complications.  Ninety  cases  Avere  removed  to  hospital.  When 
isolation  hospitals  were  first  provided  it  was  thought  that  the 
removal  of  patients  to  these  institutions  would  localise  and  cut 
short  epidemics,  but  experience  has  shown  that  the  have  very 
little  effect  in  that  direction.  It  has  since  been  argued  that 
failing  in  thus  checking  the  spread  of  the  disease  the  expense  of 
maintenance  is  largely  wasted.  The  real  fact  seems  to  lie 
between  the  two  points  of  view.  Granted  that  the  spread  of 
the  disease  is  not  checked,  yet  the  anxiety  of  these  cases  in  small 
cottages  is  removed  by  hospital  accommodation,  and,  provided 
that  the  hos])ital  is  not  overcrowded,  the  patients  do  very  well. 

Diphtheria. — Eighteen  cases  in  all  Avere  notified,  which  is  an 
increase  of  the  preceding  year.  Of  these  14  were  removed  to 
hospital.  Seven  deaths  occurred,  a death-rate  of  37  per  cent. 
There  were  tAvo  small  outbreaks,  one  at  Aston  Fields  and  one  at 
Beoley.  Both  Avere  associated  with  some  sanitary  defects,  and 
probably  this  debilitated  the  patients  so  that  they  were  not  able 
to  battle  against  the  disease.  The  patients  that  died  had  very 
bad  septic  throats,  and  died  in  spite  of  the  prompt  administration 
of  antitoxin.  The  varying  mortality  of  the  disease  for  the 
past  four  years  is  most  x)uzzling.  Certainly  antitoxin  does  not 
seem  to  have  the  effect  that  is  expected  on  very  severe  septic 
throats. 


Enteric  Fever. — No  case  has  been  notified  during  the  year. 
The  continued  raritj?^  of  the  disease  is  one  of  the  most  satisfactory 
features  of  the  district. 

Measles  has  affected  the  district  but  slightly  during  the  year. 

Whooping  Cough  has  been  more  troublesome,  and  three  deaths 
were  caused  by  it. 

Puerperal  Fever. — One  case  occurred,  and  recovered  after 
being  removed  to  voluntary  hospital.  The  case  did  not  occm' 
in  the  practice  of  a midwife.  Both  the  Midwives  Act  and  the 
Notification  of  Births  Act  are  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — One  case  was  notified,  and  the 
])rompt  treatment  afforded  obviated  any  bad  result  to  the  sight. 
Five  years  ago  this  disease  was  made  notifiable  by  the  Council 
on  my  recommendation.  I then  expressed  the  opinion  that 
3 cases  a year  would  only  be  found.  The  actual  results  are 
less,  only  6 cases  having  been  notified  in  five  years. 

Tuberculosis. — Fourteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  two  of  other  forms  of  tuberculosis  have  been  notified. 
Fifteen  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  occurred,  many 
of  these  were  of  long  standing.  The  county  scheme  for  treatment 
of  tuberculosis  has  been  in  full  working  for  the  whole  of  the  year, 
and  has  worked  with  efficiency  and  ease.  The  Local  Govern^ 
ment  Board  has  commented  favourably  upon  it,  and  recom- 
mended its  adoption  in  other  counties.  The  appointment  of 
the  Medical  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officers  as  assistants  to  the 
district  Medical  Officers  of  Health  has  proved  most  useful  to 
me  in  this  district,  as  they  have  courteously  reported  to  me 
housing  defects  which  they  have  observed  during  their  visits. 
The  County  Medical  Officer  has  also  furnished  to  me  the 
“ environmental  reports  ” on  all  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
district,  and  these  are  most  useful. 


SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  who  also  act  as  Highway 
Surveyors,  divide  up  the  district  according  to  the  list  of  parishes 
at  the  commencement  of  this  report. 

Water  Supply. — Water  is  supplied  to  various  parts  of  the 
district  by  four  companies,  viz..  East  Worcestershire,  South 
Staffordshire,  Stourbridge  Water  Board,  and  City  of  Birming- 
ham. The  water  supplied  by  them  continues  satisfactory  in 
quantity  and  quality.  A number  of  houses  in  outlying  parts 


are  of  necessity  supplied  by  wells.  The  following'  table  gives 
an  idea  of  the  supply  to  the  various  parishes  : —

Thus  it  is  seen  that  of  the  larger  villages  in  the  district  only 
Alvechurch  and  Belbroughton  are  supplied  by  wells.  The 
extension  of  the  mains  to  Fairfield  has  proved  most  satisfactory. 
Not  a single  case  of  infectious  disease  has  occurred  here  during 
the  year.  Samples  from  the  whole  of  the  wells  at  Blakedown 
and  Staken bridge,  in  the  parish  of  Hagley,  have  been  sent  to  the 
County  Analyst  for  examination.  The  result  of  his  analysis  was 
so  bad  that  a special  report  was  presented  upon  it.  and  the 
Council  decided  to  ask  the  Stourbridge  Water  Board  to  extend 
their  mains  to  these  places  from  Hagley  village.  This  work  is 
now  in  hand. 

Drainage. — The  Eednal  sewers  having  been  completed  early 
in  the  year,  the  houses  have  been  connected,  and  the  outfall  site 
is  working  well.  An  extension  of  the  Alvechurch  sewers  has 
been  carried  out  in  Aqueduct  Lane.  An  owner  wished  to  build 
some  houses  in  this  lane,  and  offered  a grant  towards  the  exten- 
sion of  the  sewer.  This  offer  the  Council  wisely  accepted,  and 
the  result  no  doubt  will  prove  mutually  advantageous. 


Scavenging. — The  parish  of  Hagley  is  the  only  one  that  is 
regularly  scavenged. 

Milk  Supply. — Fifty-three  dairies  are  now  registered,  and  have 
been  inspected  twice  during  the  year.  The  number  of  milking 
cows  in  the  district  is  approximately  1500,  the  greater  part  of 
the  milk  being  sent  to  the  neighbouring  large  towns. 


Housing. — The  Inspectors  have  inspected  under  the  Housing 
and  Town  Planning  Act  301  houses  during  the  year.  Three 


were  reported  as  unfit  for  habitation,  and  closing  orders  were 
made  in  each  case.  One  remains  closed,  one  was  put  in  order, 
and  in  the  other  the  work  has  not  yet  been  carried  out.  One 
case  of  overcrowding  was  discovered  and  remedied.  Various 
minor  repairs,  mainly  leaky  roofs,  windows  not  opening,  and 
dampness  of  walls  were  discovered,  and  all  but  one  were  soon 
remedied.  The  tabulated  results  of  the  inspections  are  to  be 
seen  in  the  Inspector’s  reports  appended.

Sufficiency  of  Houses. — Forty-five  houses  were  erected  during 
the  year,  mostly  in  the  first  half.  During  the  second  half  of  the 
year  there  have  not  been  many  new  houses  built,  on  account  of 
the  shortage  of  labour  and  the  enhanced  price  of  building 
materials.  This  prevents  cottage  building,  the  rents  of  which 
now  prevalent  in  the  district  do  not  provide  sufficient  attraction 
for  private  enterprise.  The  overflow  pressure  from  neighbouring 
towns,  which  I have  mentioned  in  former  years,  continues,  and 
the  result  is  that  there  are  practically  no  vacant  cottages  in 
the  district. 

Building  Byelaws. — The  revision  of  these  has  been  carefully 
considered,  and  the  intermediate  series  proposed  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  has  been  selected.  These  at  the  end  of  the 
year  awaited  confirmation. 

Factories  and  Workshops. — Section  22  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  (Amendment  Act)  1890  is  not  in  force  in  the  district.  The 
work  done  under  this  Act  is  set  out  in  the  Inspectors’  reports. 

Billeting  of  Troops. — No  troops  have  been  billeted  in  the 
district.  One  convalescent  hospital  was  opened  by  a Voluntary 
Aid  Detachment  at  Tardebigge,  and  has  been  made  full  use  of. 

Refugees. — Some  houses  in  the  district  have  received  refugees, 
and  most  of  them  have  been  inspected.  I received  notice  that 
some  refugees  who  had  come  over  in  a ship,  where  a case  of 
smallpox  occurred  afterwards,  were  sent  to  the  district,  but  no 
case  fortunately  developed.  No  case  of  infectious  disease  either 
broke  out  amongst  the  refugees  or  could  be  traced  to  them. 

The  usual  tables  are  appended  for  reference. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Inspectors  for  their  valuable  help  in  dealing 
with  a trying  year,  especially  in  respect  of  infectious  disease. 

In  conclusion  I beg  to  thank  you  for  your  courtesy  and  readi- 
ness to  consider  any  recommendation  from  me  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  health  of  the  district.
